Tho Piet Cronjo of to-duy is a vory die. 
foront man from the Piet Cronje of twenty 
Years ago, tho darkhaired, stern, and gome- 
what uncouth litle man, who 60 mercilessly 

rosocuted the siege of Patchofstroom. 
Cho incidents of that siege and sume ugly 
Tumours concerning Cronju’s sareer have 
sunk deeply into the colonial imagination, 
and hence the intensity of the local feeling 
against him. At such a time oy this parti- 
sanship is apt to become souto, and the 
kindly, courteous treatment accorded Cronje 
by the military authorities has 
offunca in some quortors. With this colonial 
opinion I disagres. Whether Cronje is kind / 
or cruel, he is aibruvo man, and occupies 4 
» high position in tho Boer army. Ho is en- 
titled to receive tho consideration -which wa 
would like our General Otticors to reccive 
wero they prisonors in Pretoria, To at 
tompt 8 poltcy of potty reprisals or to try 
to humiliate and degrade Cronjo by small, 
acts of calculated noglect would be mis- 
chievous, ungenerous, and unworthy of our 
traditions. We havo broken Cronje and 
killed or captured his army, That surely 
is enough for the present. His bas. been 
no life of luxury, and it would make little 
difference to bis personal comfatt whether 
Wo put him in tho well-appointed cabing of 
the * Doria’ or in s wattlo-and-daub hut on
